CIVIL SERVICE HEFOUM. 


The United States Civil Service Be- 


lotm Association met at Providence, E. 
I., August 1st. George William Curtii, 
who was re elected President, delivered 
the annual address, in tho uourse of 
•which ha •nlogizdd President Arthur 
lor his efforts to carry out iu good iaith 
the provibions of the Civil Service Ke- 
iorm law. The President's steady 're- 
fnsal, he said, to satisfy the faction of 
his party which demands that public 
patronage shall be prostituted to fac- 
tional interests, is most honorable 10 
the Chief Magistrate, and vrnatever ex- 
ception may be justly taken to many 
acts oC the Administration in regard to 
a ppointment* and removals, it will nol

The Susaaville Advocate, noticing 


the JOURNAL'S comenta on the reduo 
tion in rates over the Oroville and 
Quincy stage line, by which the ex- 
penses of a trip to San Francisco are 
materially reduced, comments as fol- 
lows: It seems to ns as if this matter 
were not the only one concerning the 
northern travel and trade which 
should interest the business inen of 
Beuo. 
The proposed extension of
